1 . (Currently Amended) A line driver for driving a line having a state including: 

a first current device configured to initiate a change in the state of the line A 
wherein the first current device includes a plurality of current devices connected in parallel ; 
[[and]] 

a second current device configured to' substantially complete the change[[;]] A 
wherein the first current device provides a first current and the second current device provides a 
second current that is smaller than the first current and 

a switching device configured to limit the first current as the state of the line is 

changing. 

2. (Original) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 wherein the 
first and second current devices are current sources. 

3. (Original) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 wherein the 
first and second current devices are current sinks. 

4. (Original) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 wherein the 
first current device includes a transistor sized to provide the first current. 

5. (Original) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 wherein the 
first current device includes a first transistor sized to provide the first current and wherein the 
second current device includes a second transistor sized smaller than the first transistor to 
provide the second current that is smaller than the first current.

7. (Currently Amended) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 
further including a switching d e vic e configur e d to limit th e first curr e nt as the stat e of the lin e is 
changing wherein the switching device includes a diode-configured transistor. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 
furth e r including a switching devic e configur e d to limit th e first curr e nt as the stat e of th e lino is 
changing wherein the switching device includes a resistor configured to limit the first current.

10. (Currently Amended) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 
wh e r e in th e first curr e nt devic e includ e s a plurality of curr e nt d e vic e s wh e r e in e ach of th e 
plurality of current d e vic e s hav e peak respons e s that ar e tim e shift e d with rosp e ct to each other. 
wherein one of the plurality of current devices has a peak response that is time shifted with 
respect to one other of the plurality of current devices. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A line driver for driving a line having a state as recited in claim 1 
wh e r e in th e first curr e nt devic e includ e s a plurality of curr e nt d e vic e s wh e r e in e ach of th e 
plurality of current d e vic e s i s coupl e d in parallel by a r e sistor so as to hav e p e ak r e spons e s that 
are tim e shift e d with r e spect to e ach other, wherein a resistor is connected between the input to a 
first of the plurality of current devices and the input to a second of the plurality of current 
devices so that the first of the plurality of current devices has a peak response that is time shifted 
with respect to the second of the plurality of current devices. 

12. (Currently Amended) A method of driving a line having a state including: 

initiating a change in the state of the line using a first current device , wherein the 
first current device includes a plurality of current devices connected in parallel ; and 

substantially completing the change using a second current device[[;]] A wherein 
the first current device provides a first current and the second current device provides a second 
current that is smaller than the first current; 

wherein a switching device configured to limit the first current as the state of the 
line is changing . 
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
